My Apology to the Media 

Boy, do I feel stupid. I've 
been blaming hard-working 
reporters for biased coverage of 
the West Nile Virus issue, their 
silence on the Manhattan 
Institute's Nazi-CI A-Eugenics link 
and for refusing to report on the 
Bush family's close connection to 
Hitler.

In other words, ABC was 
owned by the CIA during the Gulf 
War and throughout the Reagan, 
Bush and much of the Clinton 
administrations. It was bought in 
1996 by Disney, a company with 
many allegations of its own to 
having a ClA-mind control 
connection, whose creator had 
long been considered an FBI 
informer.

members of the New York Times, 
Newsweek, CBS and other 
communications vehicles, plus at 
least four to six hundred 
reporters. According to a former 
CIA analyst, "This CIA network of 
top U.S. media contacts was 
called Operation Mockingbird" and 






was directly overseen by CIA 
director Allen Dulles, the Nazis' 
number one coordinator between 
American corporations and the 
Third Reich.

McClure/Volkmer 
was an effort to gut the Gun 
Control Act of 1968, and to 
prevent the ATF from effectively 
investigating rogue gun dealers 
and traffickers. Cheney voted 
against all HCI positions on 
McClure/Volkmer and its 
amendments, and voted for final 
passage of McClure/Volkmer on 
April 10, 1986. The measure 

passed by a margin of 292-130. 
He voted against an amendment 
(Transportation amendment, 
4/9/86) that would have allowed 
localities to regulate the 


transportation of handguns within 
their jurisdiction; and he voted 
against an amendment (Sales, 
4/9/86) that would maintain 
current law prohibiting the 
interstate sale of handguns. 

"On May 10, 1988, the 
House voted on HR 4445, 'The 
Terrorist Firearms Detection Act.' 
It passed 413-4. This legislation 
banned the production, 
importation, sale or delivery of 
non-detectable firearms made 
mostly of plastic. Cheney was one 
of the four votes against this 
measure. President Reagan 
signed this bill into law on 
November 10, 1988. 

"Clearly, the NRA had 
signoff on Governor Bush's choice 
of a running mate; there is no 
other way to account for the 
choice of one of the most extreme 
pro-gun legislators of the last 
twenty years. The NRA has 
already promised its members 
that, if Governor Bush is elected, 
they will be able to 'work right out 
of [his] office.' Certainly, if they 
get there, they'll find Vice- 
President Cheney welcoming 
them with open arms."

Firearms Rights 

A position paper by D. B., candidate 
for U.S. Congress 

The Second Amendment is 
the U.S. Constitution's way of 
protecting our natural right to the 
means to defend ourselves. Laws 
that would to further restrict or, 
heaven forbid, ban firearms are 
unconstitutional. I suspect that 
most existing gun control laws 
are unconstitutional; 

unfortunately, they are not 
properly recognized as such by 
the courts. 

Gun rights advocates are 
correct to promote target 
shooting, hunting, and self- 
defense against burglars as 
legitimate uses that ought not be 
restricted. However, the 

constitution focuses on an issue 
that neither side of the debate 
wants to even mention, an issue I 
will spell out here in unmistakable 
plainness. The issue is this: the 
citizens' right to wage war against 
foreign invaders and, if 
necessary, against their own 
government. 

I hope I can offer this 
explanation without being 
misjudged. I'm not a paranoid 
redneck bigot with an inclination 
for blowing up buildings. I'm just 
a student of the Constitution who 
has cause to fear his own 
government. 


Here is the entire text of the 
Second Amendment: "A well- 

regulated Militia, being necessary 
to the security of a free State, the 
right of the people to keep and 
bear Arms shall not be infringed." 

The first half is the 
explanation of intent, and the 
second half sets forth a rule that 
stands as the highest law of the 
land. The rule states simply, that 
the government shall not infringe 
upon the right of the people to 
own and carry weapons. I have to 
wonder, is there something about 
this rule that the gun control 
advocates (and the courts) do not 
understand? Shall not infringe. 
Period. It does not say, "Shall not 
infringe except in this or that 
way, or under these or those 
circumstances." It simply says, 
"Shall not infringe." 

If we take the explanation of 
intent and combine it with the 
rule, we get the following 
paraphrase: A nation of free 

people needs a well-equipped 
citizens' army to stand as a 
defense against a possible foreign 
attack and to stand as a check 
against the abuse of power by 
their own government. In order 
for a people to remain free, their 
government needs to be in 
constant fear of being overthrown 
by an armed force of freedom- 
loving patriots. Therefore, the 
government shall not infringe 
upon the right of the people to 
own and carry weapons. 

Gun registration constitutes 
infringement. Registration now 
facilitates confiscation later. Gun 
rights advocates, distrustful of 
their government, are right to 
want the government not to know 
who owns how many guns. 

The Second Amendment's 
reference to a militia has nothing 
to do with the government's 
armed forces; it has nothing to do 
with the National Guard or the 
Reserve. In the minds of the 
people who wrote and ratified the 


Second Amendment, a militia is a 
citizens' army, the kind of army 
that began the war against their 
former government, the British 
government, in 1776 [April 19, 
1775 at Lexington and Concord -- 
Ed.] in the Revolutionary War. 
Remember, these people revolted 
against their government, and 
they used guns. 

The U.S. is a nation where a 
large majority of the homes are 
equipped with guns. Unlike many 
other nations, we have not in 
recent history been invaded by a 
foreign army of foot soldiers. It is 
conceivable that these many 
privately held guns serve as a 
significant deterrent to foreign 
invasion. A foreign army invading 
new territory need only capture 
the national capital if the citizens 
have already been disarmed by 
their own government. But if the 
citizens are armed, the foreign 
army faces the prospect of 
conquering the entire nation 
house by house. I call that a 
significant deterrent. 

It doesn't matter whether 
such an invasion is a realistic 
possibility. Even if it is not a 
realistic possibility today, there is 
no way to know now what kinds 
of threats our nation might face 
ten, twenty, or fifty years from 
now. 

For the time being, the 
greatest threat to our freedom 
confronts us not from a foreign 
invader, but from Washington 
D.C. It is a government greedy 
for power; many of its politicians 
and agents would rather you not 
have the means by which to 
defend yourself against its 
abuses. No matter what the 
ostensible reason for gun control 
legislation, I warn you to hold 
your government in the severest 
distrust when it advocates 
measures to restrict or forbid 
your right to purchase, own, and 
carry firearms. 


Whether you own guns or 
not, whether you like them or 
not, you should fear it, all of us 
should fear it, when our 
government makes even the 
smallest move toward disarming 
its citizens.

Cops Exempt from 
“Smart Gun" Proposal 

NJ Assembly Speaker J ack 
Collins, who wants to be 
governor, recently declared that 
his "opposition to the legislation is 
rooted in facts and in the reality 
of the situation. The truth is that 
not one child's life can be saved 
by passing a bill right now that 
mandates these so-called 
childproof handguns... 

"The reliability of many of 
the proposed "smart-gun" models 
now being discussed has been 
called into question... For this 
reason police departments have, 
in general, been unwilling to 
commit to these guns, upon 
development, to their officers. In 
fact, the Senate President's 
[Donald DeFrancesco's] bill, S- 
2045, exempts those guns sold to 
law enforcement officers from its 
provisions. ..Now proponents have 




moved to arguing that this 
technology will protect children. 

But if that is the case, 
what do we do to protect the 
children of the more than 
100,000 law enforcement officers 
who are exempt from the 
provisions of this bill? 

"I have serious 
reservations about leaving the 
decision as to the commercial 
availability of 'smart guns' in the 
hands of some future Attorney 
General, which is what the Senate 
bill would do..." 

Ed.: Notice that Collins did 
not discuss the Assembly bill and 
what it says. Also he said that 
'not one child's life can be saved 
oy passing a bill right now that 
mandates these so-called 
childproof handguns," thus 
accepting the premise of child 
oroof guns, also known as "lock up 
/our safety" guns. 

REPEAL 

ROSELANDS GUN-FREE 
ORDINANCE 

The Roseland Town Council 
is attempting to defuse a lawsuit 
by making cosmetic changes to 
their anti-gun Ordinance #11- 
2000 . 

As you may be aware, an 
Essex County judge granted a 
preliminary injunction prohibiting 
the Roseland Chief of Police from 
implementing the Ordinance. 
Rather than admit defeat, the 
Mayor and Council are proposing 
removing the contradictory 
sections that prohibit law-abiding 
gun owners from owning or 
transporting firearms within the 
prohibited zones. 

Didn't Mayor DeBell claim 
that the Ordinance already 
exempted law-abiding citizens? 
Why then are they trying to 
revise it? Is the Mayor admitting 
that the ordinance infringes on 
gun owner's rights? 

According to our attorney, 
"Their alleged modifications of the 


ordinance does not effect our 
claim." Actually, it shows they are 
on the defensive. 

As president of the Essex 
County Mayor's association, 
DeBell reportedly plans to 
introduce a resolution for a 
statewide gun-free zone at their 
next meeting. 

OUTDOOR RANGES 
BEWARE 

The NJ Department of 
Environmental Protection, office 
of Local Environment 

Management is examining an 
amendment to delete the current 
exemption in the state's Noise 
Control Regulations governing 
outdoor firearms ranges. 

It's clear that the anti- 
gunners are trying to enact anti- 
gun measures through regulatory 
agencies and town councils, 
because they cannot succeed 
legislatively. In this case, it's a 
backdoor attempt to close down 
outdoor ranges.

We began lobbying the State 
legislature in September. We will 
focus on our Firearm Safety 
Education bill, A 2378, the Right 
to Carry bill, and whatever anti- 
gun measures the anti's scheme 
up this year -- expect an 
onslaught.

Neal Knox Report 

The House is expected to 
take up the first of what is likely 
to become a series of 
appropriations extensions today, 
to keep the government running 
for a week beyond the Oct. 1 
beginning of the 2001 fiscal year. 
The Senate will probably take up 
the bill tomorrow. 

House leaders are 
combining appropriations bills and 
preparing to send them to the 
Senate -- which they hope will 
speed up the stalled process and 
prevent politically divisive 
amendments such as firearms 


restrictions. 

The Senate is scheduled to 
take up three appropriations 
conference reports this week but 
most doubt that anything is going 
to pass until Bill Clinton and his 
friends craft another kitchen sink, 
all-agency spending bill that will 
probably include some gun 
provisions -- and which will 
probably be unstoppable because 
Republicans fear being blamed for 
a 1995-like government 
shutdown. 

Republicans, particularly, are 
eager to get through with 
Congressional business and get 
on the campaign trail, but a 
Republican Senator told me last 
week "There's strong resistance 
to buying our way out of town by 
giving Bill Clinton all the money 
and laws he wants." 

We'll see.

The Sell out of 
our Navy's Ship 
Production

Pentagon officials have 
drafted a proposal to reverse 
current policy and allow the Navy 
to buy combat support ships from 
foreign shipyards, according to 
internal documents. 

The American shipbuilding 
industry nrotested the rhanne in 


a Sept. 20 letter to Defense 
Secretary William S. Cohen. 

And unions that represent 
more than 50,000 defense 

shipyard workers are also 
mounting opposition, a 

development that could thrust the 
issue of foreign vs. domestic Navy 
ships into the presidential 

campaign. 

"We hate it. I asked the 
Pentagon, 'Whose government do 
they really work for?' " said Ande 
Abbott, director of legislative 
programs for the 

International Boilermakers Union. 
It represents 22,000 shipyard and 
shipyard-related workers. 

"The American worker has 
always been shoved aside in a lot 
of these types of things," Mr. 
Abbott said. "I understand the 
Pentagon getting the lowest 
costs, but they just haven't found 
any American jobs they aren't 
willing to send overseas, and we 
just detest this." 

The industry says opening 
defense shipbuilding contracts to 
foreign companies will further 
jeopardize a shrinking American 
industry. A once robust network 
of 21 shipbuilders has shrunk to 
six, as the number of new Navy 
ship orders decreased from 19 
annually in the 1980s to six 
today. 

A Pentagon spokeswoman 
said yesterday that the idea is not 
official Pentagon policy, and that 
any legislative proposal must first 
survive an extensive review 
process. 

An unsigned Pentagon memo 
circulated in August says 
changing current law, which 
requires U.S. producers for all 
Navy ships, will promote 
cooperation with Washington's 
allies. 
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
